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serial nature, including purely budgetary material, should result from a 
coordinated effort by the eanHamity under the direction of the DCI. The 
results of this type of effort in the field of ccwaunity-vide m a n a g aa en t, 
would be traaasitted to the DCI for his use as the Coordinator, ms& the 
uee of the USIB in carrying cut its rcanagrrUl rede as the casnunity * s 
"Board of Directors". Za addition and with due regard to his statutory 
responsibility for the protection of intelligence sources and methods, 
the DCI could, as t he Coordinator and/or the Chairman of U3IB, make 
appropriate use of this data to satisfy any legitimate Interests of 
Congressional casadttees, the Bureau of the Budget, the President's 
Board of Foreign Intelligence Advisors, etc., with respect to Intelligence 
Casualty affairs. 

5. At no than since the establishment of a Director of Central 
Intelligence have vs had greater pressures for, a greater need to have, 
and a batter climate in which to achieve strong c o mpre hen sive c o o rd ination 
and sound corporate management of the U.S. foreign intelligence effort, 
fha formation of the MA has enhanced the possibilities for iaprtmaaent 

in all areas of relationship between the DSD intelligence elesneats and 
the CIA, provided we jointly tackle the problem involved without further 
delay, while the DIA is still la its formative stage, and before it beoases 
in its own eyes end those of the Agency, through neglect and arsis -length 
dealing, another mod acre potent "caapetitor" in the intelligence jungle. 

6. Sam readers of this and related papers from the amm source nay 
consider that an already dull subject is made even more boring by 
repititioa of the same old theme; in self-defense, the writer can only 
assure them that it is no less boring to look back upon acre then a dozen 
years of frustrated efforts in the field of community coordination . 
Unfortunately, ary true veteran of the coordination wars is farced to the 
conclusion that no degree of relief from such boredom will repay the amount 
of blood, sweat end tears already invested is this e nte rpr i se, therefor 
the only tope for eventual peace of mind is to keep on preaching the same 
old gospel on every available stump in our parochial wilderness. 

7 . Once again we reiterate, the first and}, essential step to take 
in the development of & ccnaunity-vi&o program analysis system, i nc l ud i n g 

a "eoamanity budget” if desired, is to make a clear and specific determination 
as to those activities which properly are " fo reign intelligence” (in terms 
of paragraph 1, SSC2D So. 1 ) and thus subject to the coordination of the 
DCI and the guidance of toe U 8 ZB. Then, and only the, will it be possible
